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SUMMARY 

The monotypic genus Paraselliguea, based on Polypodium leucophorum Baker, is validated. 
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When I transferred Polypodium leucophorum Baker to the new genus Paraselliguea 
(Hovenkamp, 1997), I regrettably omitted the required Latin diagnosis of that new 
genus (ICBN art. 36.1). The omission is here corrected. 

Paraselliguea Hovenkamp, gen. nov. 

Rhizoma longe repens sinuosa, paleis peltatis longe subulatis patenti-squarrosis rufis 
obtecta. Frondes 4-5 cm remotae simplices, lamina tomentosa, venis reticularis, soris 
irregulariter dispersis.
